No Laughing Matter 


It may be that the defeat in the House 


of Representatives of a bill to appropriate 
S40 million for a rat eradication program in 
the cities is being criticized all out of 
proportion to its importance. But the 
efforts of some Congressmen to wax 
humorous about a problem that is anything 
but funny to a lot of people is regrettable. 


There can be serious questions about 


the wisdom of the bill. Local efforts should 
be stepped up to control rats. As so often 
happens \vith programs directed all the 
way from Washington, a lot more money is 
spent on plans, salaries and speculation 
than on realistic, effective measures. And 
in all probability it would be hard to find 
the S40 million right now. Various federal 
agencies are turning down all sorts of 
requests for grants on reasons that at best 
can be called excuses. 


Nevertheless there was no reason for 


Congressmen to sneer at the proposal. 
Congressman Gross of Iowa facetiously 
a,«ked what about other than four-legged 
rats and what about country ones. Con- 
gressman Haley of Florida and Congress- 
man Devine of Ohio thought cats would be 
the answer. Congressman Broyhill of Vir- 


ginia just had to get a couple of puns into 
his otherwise irrelative comments. Repre- 
sentative Latta of Ohio — who has sought 
federal funds to control blackbirds — 
thought more attention should be paid to 
snakes and maybe a "bug corps" ought to 
be created. Congressman Pettis of Califor- 
nia recalled his boyhood days and thought a 
rat bounty would be the answer. 


It took Congressman Martha Griffiths of 


Michigan to point out that "rats are a living 
cargo of death. Their tails swish through 
sewers and over the food we eat. Their 
stomachs are filled with tularemia, amebic 
dysentery. They carry the most deadly 
diseases and some think it is funny . . . Tf 
we are going to spend $79 billion to kill off 
a few Viet Cong, believe me I would spend 
$40 million to kill off the most devastating 
enemy man has ever had." 


But the bill went down to chuckling 


defeat. Right or not, the snickering of 
Congressmen is now being used in urban 
areas to demonstrate the lack of concern 
for ghetto problems and the need to riot to 
get help. 


From this angle, it doesn't seem very 


funnv at all. 


Mandatory AutQ Inspection 


Many otherwise sympathetic 
persons 


have felt that one of the weaknesses of Gov. 
Knowles' packet of highway safety bills 
that faltered in the legislature recently was 
the proposal to install compulsory motor 
vehicle inspection in this state. 


It is timely to note, therefore, that 


Speaker Froehlich of the Wisconsin As- 
sembly has directed the chairman of the 
Assembly highway committee to choose a 
special committee to make a detailed study 
of the experience of other states which 
have enacted inspection laws. Some re- 
ports, possibly garbled in the transmission 
and the heat of debate, have held that some 
of the states which have required annual 
inspection 
of vehicles and their safety 


equipment have been disappointed with the 
results. Here in Wisconsin some legislators 
have attributed their opposition to the 
Knowles program on the whole to the 
provision for inspection, arguing that they 
are not persuaded that it is essential, and 
that it may provide the framework for 
cheating and grafting by dishonest opera- 
tors. 


Thus the prudent 
course for the 


governor, as he prepares for a return of the 
legislature in mid-autumn, may be to sever 
the inspection plan from his bill, awaiting 
the findings of the Hutnik committee about 
the performance of inspection laws in other 
jurisdictions. 


When the issue is finally resolved by 


Wisconsin lawmakers, moreover, we be- 
lieve that the statutory directions should be 
more explicit than those contained in the 
proposal as it now stands. We have a high 
regard for the integrity and competence of 
Mr. Karns, the head of the state Motor 
Vehicle Division, but we don't believe it is 
wise, as the governor proposed, to delegate 
so many of the rules and requirements 
under the law to the head 
of the 


administering department. 


On the basis of other state experience, 


the legislature can write into law the price 
to be charged for the inspection, 
for 


example, the length to which the inspectors 
will go to check on the 
mechanical 


condition of a vehicle, the penalties for 
wrongdoing, and others. With the benefit 
of the committee's survey of the experience 
of other states in this field, the legislature 
can write the best law for Wisconsin. 


Hypocrisy and Responsibility 


A freshman at the University of Iowa 


has refused to pay his bill because, as he 
wrote the student newspaper, "I have been 
denied the services that the university is 
supposed to provide." What are those 
services? A free prescription for birth 
control pills for the freshman's girl friend, 
a university sophomore. 


There is some amount of logic in the 


student's claim. The university has a policy 
of providing free prescriptions for needed 
drugs although the students pay for the 
medicine. The demand for birth control 
information 
as well as contraceptives 


themselves has been rrade on many college 
campuses. Reasonably, if some students are 
going to have sexual intercourse, there is 
not any advantage in having them bring an 
unwanted child into the world. 


But the Iowa student is taking the 


disturbing point of view that the whole 
thing is the university's fault. "What are 
they doing having a doctor in the service 
who is unsympathetic to students? Would 
the doctor rather see my fiancee pregnant 
so we would have to drop out of school? ... 
I ask them which is worse: an unmarried 
girl taking birth control pills or an 
unwanted pregnancy or abortion?" One 
might think the student had no part in the 
affair at all. 


There may be good and ample reasons. 


even beyond simple desire, for sexual 
intercourse outside of marriage, as some 
clergymen are conceding. The old, absolute 
prohibitions may no longer be enough. In 
the last few decades, we have come to 
realize that there are sins far more serious 
than fornication. 


But the Iowa student, in his haste to 


find a scapegoat, reveals far more about 
himself than he intends. He is not only 
unready for the responsibility of parent- 
hood — and at least he seems to recognize 
this — he is not ready to accept responsi- 
bility for his own actions and this is an 
indication of the immaturity that afflicts a 
good portion of our society. 


We have a great deal of sympathy for 


the current university 
generation. The 


hypocrisies of their elders are often enough 
to cause despair and revolt. They are faced 
with near-anarchy in our cities, an unde- 
clared war abroad, a confusion of objec- 
tives and ideals and standards that are 
probably greater than most other American 
generations have had to bear. The very 
affluence of so much of our society — 
except for urban minorities and the rural 
south — contributes to the confusion and 
the assumption that everything is for free. 
But somebody must pay the piper. 


We hope some day the Iowa student 


grows up enough to realize that he must 
share in paying the bill.

Wisconsin Report 
Question of Salaries 
For Legislators May 
Come Up Again in Fall

MADISON — The question 


of again revising upward the 
salaries of members of the 
Wisconsin Legislature remains 
on the 1967 session calendar. 
Because it may come up for 
decision in the fall, there is 
some relevance in what is 
going on in the rest of the 
country on state legislative 
pay.

A recent and authoritative 


survey of the states of the 
country provides the useful 
reminder that the question is 
not unique. It is being review- 
ed elsewhere, contrary to the 
impression that would be con- 
veyed by some of the more 
antagonistic critics of the Wis- 
consin Legislature. Legislative 
salary and expense allowances 
around the country have been 
rising regularly during the last 
two decades. The average 
boost in recent biennial peri- 
ods has reached nearly 17 per 
cent. 


In the last two years, more- 


over, there has been a more 
pronounced tendency to pay 
legislators more generously. 
Abound the country the in- 
crease has averaged 28 per 
cent since 1965. and nearly 
half of the legislatures are 
now in session so that the total 
may very well rise again. 


COMPARTSON*OF CRATES 


On the basis of data avail- 


able, legislators of the country 
on the average are now paid 
about $4.600 a year for their 
services. 


Thus it is evident that the 


$8.400 salary per year plus 
allowances now authorized for 
the lawmakers of Wisconsin 
stands out as fairly high, 
although the pay is well below 
that now accepted in a few of 
the highest paying states. 


But there are necessary 


qualifications in any fair ap- 
praisal or in reasonable com- 
parison of the emoluments of 
legislative office in Wisconsin 
with those elsewhere. 


The lower pay tends to be in 


the smaller states. Many of 
the low paying states also 
have sharply different condi- 
tions of work. Abbreviated 


sessions are 
one example. 


Wisconsin legislative sessions 
stretch out much longer than 
do those of most of the states 
of the country. This year, to 
illustrate, Wisconsin lawmak- 
ers spent most of their time 
on their jobs from January 
through July. They will return 
in October and stay until 
nearly Christmas. In all likeli- 
hood there will be another 
sitting in late winter or spring. 


MANY ARE LARG*ER 


A ppressary item also in any 


comparative study is the nu- 
merical size of the legislature. 
The Wisconsin Legislature is 
smaller in numbers than many 
others, which may account for 
the fact that some other states 
pay their lawmakers in a 
strangely stingy way. 


Yet the subject in Wisconsin 


has been curiously difficult to 
resolve. There are some fero- 
cious critics of the Wisconsin 
Senate and Assembly who 
picture t h e m 
as greedy 


moochers at the public trough. 
At the same time they say 
nothing about comparatively 
higher pay for other forms of 
public service in Wisconsin, 
and in some instances, are 
leading the cheers for higher 
expenditures in the other ser- 
vices. 


Yet the observant citizen 


will ask questions. When the 
present legislative pay scale 
was established two years ago 
wHh the counsel of a citizens 
committee which made a fair 
study of the subject, it was on 
the assumption that legislative 
office is a halftime responsibil- 
ity and that the men who 
make the laws should be paid 
on a scale with principal state 
agency administrators f o r 
their work. Yet Wisconsin 
legislators are not now getting 
halftime compensation, by that 
standard. They are receiving 
less than Milwaukee aldermen 
and supervisors. Is the job of 
state senator less demanding, 
or less important, or less 
meaningful to the welfare of 
the state? 


The Wisconsin Legislature is 


probably heading for an annu- 
al session rule, which will 
again l e n g t h e n the work 
schedule of the men elected to 
the two houses. Thus the 
question of pay won't be put 
off for very long, even if it is 
sidelined in the fall of this 
year. But given the sensitivity 
of the issue, the Legislature 
would probably take the pru- 
dent course of deferring the 
salary question until the annu- 
al session becomes a fact and 
there is more persuasive jus- 
tification for another revision.
